Yen-dollar ratio kills program

The Nihon Exchange Program 
for next year is dead. I wasn't 
aware of the program myself until 
I began this report, however after 
talking to Dr. John Mathenia. an 
instructer and planner in the 
program. I feel knowledgeable as 
any other non-Japenese student. 

Nihon University is a large 
Japanese university having 
100,000 students at 10 different 
locations. The Nihon students at 
UTM are freshmen from the 
college of Industrial Technology. 
Most of these students are in 


engineering studies. Along with 
these students. Nihon sends 
between seven and 10 of their own 
professors to teach Nihon 
required courses not offered at 
UTM. The number of students per 
year has been between 80 and 110. 

The program began in 1981 and 
continued in 1982 in the form of 
10-week summer sessions in 
English studies only. Beginning in 
1983 and through early 1985 the 
students also studied liberal arts 
courses. These two half-years 
were divided into two eight month 
sessions. 

You may ask. “Why have a 


program like this in the first 
placer 

Some of the Japanese behind the 
Nihon Program feared Japanese 
education had become too 
parochial; therefore, in order to 
widen their students' horizon, they 
set up this exchange program. 
Through the Nihon Program, 
students learn not only the way we 
go to school, they have a good cross 
sample of our culture. This 
sampling of Western culture will 
be a plus for the student in the job 
market because of the shared 
industry and technology between 
Japan and the Western world, 


particularly the United States. 

Well, all this sounds pretty good, 
so what happened? 

According to Dr. John 
Eisterhold. the main problem is 
financial. The strength of our 
dollar vs. their yen has almost 
doubled since the programs' 
inception. All students in the 
Nihon Program are non¬ 
scholarship, being supported by 
their parents. This increase in yen 
has a crippling effect on the 
program. 

Nihon contracts with UTM each 
December for the coming session. 
Eisterhold said although he did 


not anticipate Nihon setting up 
another eight month contract; 
however, more 10-week summer 
sessions could be possible. 
According to Eisterhold the eight 
month sessions are harder to work 
because there is not enough 
cultural activity at Martin. There 
is a genuine lack of things to do off 
campus and. after a few weeks, 
culture shuck begins to set in. One 
must realize, most of these 
students are from one of the 
largest cities in the world. Martin 
is a great school and a good place 
to live, but it's no cultural giant. 
With the 10 week sessions, the 


students are kept busy enough to 
overlook these shortcomings. 

Eisterhold cited benefits not 
only to the Nihon students, he also 
pointed out how involved the 
community at large has been with 
the Nihon students. “Many people 
from the area have shared their 
homes with these students," 
Eisterhold said. 

Mathenia and Eisterhold both 
admitted to thoroughly enjoying 
working with the students and 
professors in this program. As 
Mathenia said. “It's hard not to 
have some of their culture rub off

“We’re focusing on futuristic 
activities,” he continued. 

Fubar will be the hit of the 
All-Niter. He’s very mobile 
and full of wit,” explained 
Belote. 

Fubar, Futuristic Uranium 
Bio Atomic Robot, is able to 
carry on conversations with 
people, as well as fully describe 
what his audience looks like, 
according to the director. 

“It’s like talking to another 
person, almost,” added Denise 
Fawcett, SGA vice president 
and coordinator of entertain¬ 
ment for the All-Niter. 

Fubar, who has made 
national television appear¬ 
ances on “Good Morning 
America ” and "Silver 
Spoons,” will be introduced at 
the 7:30 grand opening. 

“The grand opening will 
really be something to see,” 
said Charleen Thornton, 
secretary of campus recreation 
and coordinator of awards and 
promotion for the All-Niter. 

“Balloons will drop from the 
ceiling, as well as R.O.T.C. 
rappellers,” explained Mrs. 
Thornton. 

After Fubar’s grand 
opening introduction, he will 
perfrom at 9 p.m. and 11 p.m. 

The Blue Lightening Laser 
Light Show, with perform¬ 
ances at 8 p.m. and 2:30 a.m., 
will project images on a 48 foot 
by 24 foot screen. 

"When you bring in a screen 
the size of the north wall, it’s 


going to be impressive,” stated 
Belote. 

The laser show will be 
intense. There will be lights 
flashing and explosions. 

“The audience will be 
drained at its conclusion,” 
Belote predicted. 

Tom DeLuca will be back for 
his second All-Niter appear¬ 
ance with shows at 10 p.m. and 
12:30 a.m. 

DeLuca, who calls himself a 
commetist-that’s comedian 
plus hypnotist, first performed 
at UTM in the 1983 All-Niter. 

Newsweek Magazine said 
he’s “one of the most requested 
acts on college campuses 
today.” 

In addition to the laser show, 
hypnotist and robot, there will 
be 38 events including 
favorites such as buddy 
busters, bed-sheet volleyball 
and square dancing. 

A few things will be done 
differently this year, 
according to Belote. 

“We’re bringing in bleach¬ 
ers to eliminate the congestion 
we’ve had around the 
demonstrations in previous 
years,” explained Belote. 

“Also, we’ve enlarged the 
novelty area which includes 
moonbounce, Skoal-pitch-a- 
dip and putt-putt golf. 

“These events will continue 
through-out the All-Niter 
instead of being staggered as 
we’ve done in years past,” 
continued Belote. 

“We’ve got more prizes than 
ever to give away this year,” 
said Mrs. Thornton. 

Five of the balloons that will 
be dropped from the ceiling 
during the grand opening will 
contain a chance for the grand 
prize, an AM/FM stereo with 
cassette player, speakers and a 
color television set donated by 
Shoney’s valued at $850. 

Other prizes include All- 
Niter t-shirts on sale for $5 for 
those who do not win one,” said 
Belote. 

"Students need to come out 
wearing tennis shoes and 
clothes appropriate for the 
sporting events,” advised 
Reginald Williams, president 
of SGA.

“Since money is taken from 
student activity fees to help 
fund the All-Niter, it’s to the 
advantage of the student to 
attend,” pointed out Williams. 

“If it weren’t for the money 
we get from fees, SGA, and 
campus recreation, we would 
have to charge $10 or $12 
admission for this production,” 
added Belote. 


“It’s a lot of fun for just $1,” 
concluded Belote. 

The All-Niter was scheduled 
on the same weekend that the 
men and women’s basketball 
teams have a double header at 
home. 

The Lady Pacers and Pacers 
face Delta State at 5 p.m. and 
7:30 p.m. respectively, 
Saturday night. 


“Since these two games are 
the last ones in the SGA spirit 
competition, we hope students 
will stay on campus for a fun- 
filled weekend,” said 
Williams. 

In conjunction with the All- 
Niter, the Baptist Student 
Union will serve breakfast 
from 12 a.m. to 4 a.m. for $2. 

The all-you-can-eat break¬ 
fast will include pancakes, 


sausage, coffee and orange 
juice. 

"All profits from the 
breakfast will go to our 
summer mission program,” 
said Adam Hall, director of 
B.S.U. 

"If students stay in the 
dorms or go home this 
weekend, they will really be 
missing out,” said Belote.

1985 Spirit competition

The first of two SGA 
sponsored spirit competitions 
began Jan. 28. 

According to Priscilla 
Terry, SGA Attorney General, 
last year’s competition was a 
success. 

"There was a lot of 
competition between greeks 
last year and we would like for 
other organizations to get 
involved in the competition 
this year,” said Terry. 

The competition will include 
two tournaments, consisting of 
three UTM basketball games. 

The first tournament will 
begin Monday, Jan. 28 at the 
Pacer basketball game. The 
other two tournament games 
will be on Saturday, Feb. 2 
when there will be both a Lady 


Pacer and a Pacer basketball 
game. 

The second tournament will 
involve the Lady Pacer game 
on Monday, Feb. 11 and the 
Pacer games on Saturday, 
Feb. 16 and Thursday, Feb. 21. 

The guidelines for the spirit 
competitions are as follows: 

1. Any organization 
recognized by the university 
may enter. This means greeks. 
dorms and independent 
organizations will compete 
against one another. 

2. Each organization must 
identify themselves in the 
stands by using signs, jerseys, 
banners, and the like. 

3. Artificial noise makers 
are not allowed. 

4. Decisions made by the 
judges will be final. 

A point system will be used 
by the judges to determine the 
winners. Each organization 


will be able to earn up to 10 
points per game. The judges 
will use cooperation with the 
cheerleaders, loudness, 
enthusiasm, unity, visual 
effects and original cheers 
dealing with Pacer basketball 
as the criteria for their 
decisions. 

Prizes will be awarded to the 
winners of each tournament on 
Saturday. Feb. 23 at the Pacer 
game. First place will receive 
$125, second place will get $75 
and $50 will go to third place 
winners. 

The purpose of the contest is 
to encourage student organiza¬ 
tions to participate in the 
excitement and support of 
UTM basketball.

GET 

INVOLVED! 

The National Institute of Education did a studv on what 
needs to be done to improve the higher education system ir. 
America. At the end of their report, there is a section devoted 
to what the students can do to get the most out of their 
education. “It is your involvement, your commitment, and 
your energy that will determine the extent to which the Nation 
achieves excellence in undergraduate education.” c.uoth the 
commission. 

This week’s editorial will deal with this subject: what you as 
a student can do to get the most out of your time spent in 
college. 

According to the commission, one of the most important 
things that a student can do is GET INVOLVED. This does 
not mean trying to go to every fraternity party that is held on 
campus (although it is healthy to attend a few a month). The 
suggestions for involvement include such things as working on 
campus or finding a faculty member who can serve as an 
advisor and a friend. Other suggestions: 

* Get involved in some organization or club that pertains to 
your major (i.e., pre med majors can get involved in MED). 

* Think about what you can give to UTM--what you can 
contribute as far as opinion, time and energy (i.e., SGA, peer 
counseling and service organizations). 

* If you are a part-time student, try at least one quarter to 
attend school on a full-time basis. According to the 
commission, “the experience of being a full-time student 
entails greater gains than costs." 

* Take at least one independent study course and one 
internship during your time in college. These experiences 
should force you to apply what you have learned to problems 
“in the real world.” 

After you have become "involved,” follow these steps to see if 
your education is where it should be. 

* The commission says that at the end of your sophomore 
year, you should be able to read a science magazine such as 
Scientific American and understand the "theories, methods 
and conclusions covered." And then one should be able to 
explain how these theories, methods and conclusions pertain 
to everyday life. 

* At the beginning of your junior year, the commission says 
that one should be able to pick up a foreign newspaper and tell 
someone about the world, national, and cultural events 
covered in the paper. 

* Don't take electives that develop nonacademic sktHs. Use 
your electives to broaden your horizons, yet make swMhey are 
classes which will blend with your area of study. 

We would like to leave you with one final bit of information 
from the commission: In the future, our country will need 
people who have learned how to learn. The country will need 
people who are creative enough to look at information, absorb 
it, and put it back out in society so that every person, no matter 
their background, will be able to use it productively. 

It’s not too late to start. Get involved in what you like and 
make the most of it. As Kasey Kasem says, “Keep your feet on 
the ground and keep reaching for the stars.”

Lincoln,Washington 
is criticized 


The Martin Luther King Day 
controversy has blown up a dark 
cloud of dust which has settled not 
only on Martin Luther King, but 
on two of our nation's finest and 
most sacred leaders. The steadfast 
work of honorable M.L. King is 
undeniably worthy to be 
remembered. However, the 
irreverence for the noble works of 
Lincoln and Washington, which 
was reflected in the past articles 
defending M L. King, is a 
profound crime against humanity, 
democracy and freedom around 
the world. 

It is inconceivable that the 
works of Lincoln and Washington 
should be demeaned as they were 
in the previous articles! 
Washington, acting only as an 
ambassador of freedom, struggled 
against overwhelming odds to 
gain and secure freedom for 
America and her future 
generations. Washington, along 
with the Founding Fathers, began 
United States history; and, it is 
their actions that are clearly the 
most important in our history. It is 
seriously questioned whether 
Lincoln and Washington are of 
any less importance because they 
did not receive a Nobel Peace 
Prize. It being the custom to 
bestow the honor to contemporary 
people, along with the fact that the 
Nobel Prizes were not even 
developed until about 1900. 
Certainly, they are not of any less 


respect because they are victims of 
the timetable of history. 

It is impossible to view the 
previous articles without 
detecting the same prejudice 
which the editorial was accused to 
be based on. One author went so 
far to say. “...blacks can be just as 
prejudiced as you whites." Often, 
people are far too eager to find 
prejudice. This eagerness only 
serves to detriment social 
equality. King, Lincoln, and 
Washington, all strived for the 
same goal-liberty. Washington 
fought for political liberty. 
Lincoln for the preservation of 
Liberty, and King for social 
liberty. All of these people of 
liberty should be honored for their 
works. 

In a pluralistic society, one 
expects to find groups distinctive 
in ethnic origin, religion, or 
cultural patterns. In such a 
diversity, there is a great national 
strength, but only when all groups 
work together toward worthy 
common goals. Historically, no 
single group or combination of 
groups has ever had a corner on 
talent or dedication in service to 
America. The contributions of 
Booker T. Washington, an 
Einstein, Pulaski, or Lincoln were 
made for the welfare of all 
America. America has long been 
called the “melting pot of the 
world.” It is the waking hour for 
all who live within the boundaries 


of this nation to consider 
themselves not as any identity 
group, but as Americans. 
Equality, without prejudice, can 
then truly exist. 

Washington, Jefferson, 
Franklin. Lincoln, and King can 
be looked upon as being the leaves 
of the Tree of Liberty. The original 
settlers were the seed of the tree. 
Washington. Jefferson, and 
Franklin were its early leaves 
which helped establish the tree’s 
life. Lincoln emerged to insure the 
tree’s preservation; and, the tree, 
ever striving for the sky, added 
M.L. King to guide and reform its 
growth. Each of these individuals 
contributed to the Liberty Tree’s 
growth and vitality. None of these 
individuals should be attacked or 
demeaned for the purpose of 
defending one. 

The question over M.L. King 
Day and the consequent 
cancellation of classes is certainly 
one which needs to be asked. 
Indeed, the National Holiday is an 
elite and prominent honor. 
Certainly, Washington, the 
“father of our country”, is 
deserving of a National Holiday. 
The question is whether our 
country can afford to honor each 
prominent member of our history, 
such as King, with a National 
Holiday. There are a vast number 
of people worthy of a memorial. 
Should the U.S. become like Great 
Britain with so many National 


Holidays that the government is 
impaired? Certainly, some type of 
memorial day should be ■ 
established to honor such citizens 
as Jefferson. King, and Franklin. 
However, the National Holiday is . 
not an appropriate means to honor 
all people worthy to be j 
remembered. The reason for the 
cancellation of classes Is even 
more questionable. We have 
classes on Veteran’s Day. a j 
memorial for the countless \ 
soldiers who fought for their 
country; and. classes are 
scheduled for Presidents Day. 
honoring Washington and 
Lincoln. Columbus Day. and 
Memorial Day. Indeed, the 
question posed in “What would he 
think” is one that needs to be 
asked. 

The editorial “What would he 
think” presented one opinion of the 
M.L. King Day; the past articles 
presented another. Definitely, the 
subject is a debatable one. 
However, there is no reason to 
demean two of our greatest 
leaders in the process of defending 
M.L. King Day. Moreover, 
accusations of bigotry and 
prejudice are not appropriate or 
adequate for the defense or 
critique of M.L. King Day. The 
facts of history are the only viable 
and justifiable reasons for or 
against the memorial day.

Increase in activities fee 


In last week’s Pacer we were 
asked to vote on the Proposed 
Student Activities Fee which will 
increase by $2.00 if it is passed. I 
thought that I might share with 
you this week just exactly where 
your money will go if this proposal 
passes. The members of SGA feel 
it is the students right to know all 
the details before you are asked to 
vote on such a decision. Since most 
of you aren’t aware of this, how 
could you vote one way or the 
other? Below is a chart telling you 
exactly where your money is going 
presently and the proposed 
figures to the right. 


PRESENTLY: 
Atheletics-$4.45/quarter 
Student Affairs-$1.00/quarter 
SGA-$1.55/quarter 
TOTAL-$7.00 


As you can see Atheletics is 
receiving the largest portion of 
our money and that will remain 
the very same. The next category 
is Student Affairs which provides 
for the Pacer, Spirit, and the 
cheerleaders. The $.50 increase 
will go to the sports club and the 
Pacer. It will also maintain any 
other expenditures needed in this 
area. 

The final category is SGA. Yes. 
it is the major increase of the 
proposal and there are various 
reasons why there is a need for this 
money. If the Student Activities 
Fee is passed, this is where your 
money will go: 

A. Maintain and improve

smaller entertainment programs. 
(Patio Dances, All-Niter, Cook- 
outs, Aftergame dances, 
Coffeehouses, etc.) 

B. Big name concerts-one per 
quarter depending on outcome 
and risks. 

C. Free Sunday Movies with 
certain modifications. 

D. Speakers-similar to Impact, 
issues and answers. 

E. Cultural Programs-dance 
groups, Fine Arts Council, Art 
Exhibits, etc. (Possible joint 
projects with Academic Speaker 
Programs with Fine Arts Council) 


PROPOSING: 

Atheletics(remain the same) 
Student Affairg-$1.50($.50 
increase) 

SGA-$3.05($1.50 increase) 
TOTAL-$9.00($2.00 increase) 


F. Student Emergency Kund- 
this will be a special fund to 
provide for those who need 
assistance paying for books, 
foodbills, housing and other 
University related bills. This is 
only for students who run into an 
extreme emergency situation ano 
they will pay back on an 
installment plan. At the present 
time this Fund only deals with 
emergencies up to $50. 

G. There are seven appointed 
positions in SGA who do not 
receive any stipends. If SA Fee 


passes, they will receive $100 per 
quarter. 

H. Special one-Time Project-To 
assist in areas where there is a 
greater need and demand to 
satisfy the students only. (T.V. 
screen in Pizazz, Film projector. 
Enrichment Programs-Scholar- 
ships awarded to 15 students 
annually to help finance their 
education.) 


These are all the catergories 
that will be affected by the 
increase. Let me also inform you 
that there will be no increase or 
decrease before Jan. 1, 1990. The 
SA Fee is just now in the 
beginning stage. It has to gain 
several approvals before it can be 
passed. The SGA Cabinet has 
approved it and Congress is 
discussing it at the present time. 


I realize last week it was only a 
survey on which you were asked to . 
voice your opinion, but in the 
spring you will make your final 
decision when the Cabinet 
Elections are held. I also want to 
remind you if you have any 
comments or questions concern¬ 
ing the student Activities Fee. feel 
free to come by the SGA Office, 
talk with your Congress 
Representative, or even come to 
the Congress meeting tonight at 
9:00. We will be discussing it and 
hopefully you can get a better 
understanding of this new 
proposal.

World’s hunger problem can be 
solved with your help

John F. Kennedy once said: “The 
battle against hunger is truly 
humanity’s word of liberation. 
There is no more important battle 
on earth or in space. Peace cannot 
survive with the world half-fed 
and hungry.” 

Stated more than twenty years 
ago, Kennedy’s words are quite 
effective today as the United 
States focuses on the problems of 
hunger inside and outside our 
borders. 

While the reader may have been 
bombarded by television and 
other media coverage of the 
famine in Ethiopia and in Africa 
in general, don’t throw up your 
hands and scream, “not another 
depressing hunger message.” 

This is addressed in hopes that 
the reader may be moved to take 
some sort of action toward hunger 
in both our own nation and abroad. 
Yes, college students can be heard 
in Washington! 

At a recent conference in D.C., 
the writer was thoroughly 
indoctrinated into the real results 
of citizen participation in the 
political processes on Capitol Hill. 

As voters and concerned 
citizens, we have the potential to 
shape the world and our opinions 
will be given “all due respect"even 
in bureaucratic Washington. 

We should call on our elected 
leadrs to seriously support and 
create legislation to provide not 
only funds to feed affected people, 
but also policies which will allow 
nations around the world to 
develop to their ultimate 
potential. 

While this may sound heavy, it is 
worth considering that there are 
at least 460 million people who can 
never take a meal for granted. 

If one considers that food is life 
itself, those who have food take for 
granted that most of life is spent 
working, learning and playing. 
For those who have no food, life 
might be spent surviving. 

Out of a population of some four 
billion people, it is estimated that 
460 million are hungry and do not 
get enough calories. 


The reasons why these people 
are “underfed" are many. Some 
say those who starve are unwise 
stewards of the earth’s natural 
resources. Others who have 
abundancy in fdfcd, health, 
technology and power look at the 
problem of global food scarcity as 
a political and not humanitarian 
problem. Yet others believe this is 
“someone else’s problem,” not 
mine. 

Hunger is by no means 
exclusive to Africa or some 
nebulous region “over there." 
Hunger is alive and thriving in 
America as well. Even without a 
world food crisis and megamedia 
attention, several thousand men, 
women and children die of 
starvation every day. 

In America these may be found 
among the elderly, the very young, 
many who live in rural South, in 
the inner city or even on Indian 
reservations. 

Going one step further, the 
Miami Herald Sunday, Nov. 18, 
1984 states: “How can it happen 
that 500,000 Ethiopians might die 
by the year's end when silos in 
Western Europe and in the United 
States are spilling over with 
surplus grain?” 

Now that you are thoroughly 
depressed, there are ways to 
change the hunger picture. 
Depending on the level of 
determination, spare time, money 


and other considerations, here is a 
list of ways college students-or 
any citizen-can really make a 
contribution, and not a financial 
contribution, to fighting hunger at 
home and abroad. 

1. Write a letter to your 

congressperson, or your 
President, asking him or her to 
encourage legislation for helping 
the hungry in the U.S. and abroad. 
Currently there are a number of 
“aid to Africa” resolutions passing 
through Congress as well as aid to 
the hungry in the U.S. When 
writing to your member of 
congress, the address is simple: 
Rep.---Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., 20515, Sen.- 

-, Washington, D.C., 

20510 or President Reagan, 1600 
Pennsylvania Ave., Washington. 
D.C. 20510. 

2. Telephone calls are more 
direct and tend to be effective, 
especially if the call is repeated in 
a week or so to check on the 
progress of the legislation 
interested in. To call members of 
the House or Senate, the 
Congressional switchboard 
number is (202) 224-3121. The 
White House number is (202) 456- 
7639. 

3. Telegrams or mailgrams can 
be expensive but very expressive 
if sent near time when Congress is 
expected to vote on the interested 
legislation. 


4. Publicity can be fun. Getting 
others interested in supporting 
the legislation and contacting 
their congressmen works 
wonders. 

5. Personal visits are definitely 
the most direct way to express 
one’s views. Actually seeing the 
congressman or his emissary 
"eyeball to eyeball” is incredibly 
productive. But not everyone can 
go to Washington to visit. There 
are local offices in the 
congressional districts one might 
visit, as well. 

These are on ly a few of the many 
ways Congress can be influenced 
by mere college students. With 
such a critical issue as hunger and 
since it such a popular issue with j 
the representatives in Washing-] 
ton, it is ti me to accompiish at least 
partial alleviation of hunger in the 
world. We really can change 
public initiatives on Capitol Hill.

"I get buzzed off the fact that 
Andy Warhol's heard of us, 
because he gets buzzed off the fact 
that Picasso had heard of him.” 
These are the words of Frankie, 
which are written inside the inner 
sleeve of the debut album from 
Frankie Goes To Hollywood. 


The album, which is titled 
Welcome To The Pleasure 
Dome is one of the more 
ambitious albums to be released 
within the last year. The credits 
for the success of the album extend 
further than just the band 
members themselves. Producer 
Trevor Horn's unique production 
style is apparent throughout the 
double album. Horn, one of the top 
producers in the rock world, has 
credits which include Yes' latest 
release 90125. and many others 
which are all high quality, 
energetic works. 


The band, which hails from 
Liverpool, England, has had a 
steady climb recently in 
popularity. This popular build-up, 
however, has a good musical 
foundation to fall back on. Some 
groups ride on the graoey train to 
stardom, with little or no talent to 
fall back on. “Right now, what 
Frankie has to say is very very 
entertaining. Right now. Frankie 
is hip. but how long is he going to 
remain hip?” This is the attitude 
the band acknowledges about 
themselves, denouncing the fickle 
world of fame, and the 
expectations the populace 
demands in such a world. 


The album kicks off with a 
classical-music introduction titled 
“Well...,” that leads into the strong 
tracks that compose the first side. 
“Welcome To My Pleasure Dome,” 


The second side takes the album 
into overdrive with the opening 
cut “Relax.” This track is 
currently the commercial 
backbone of the album, and is a 
very entertaining (in the words of 
Frankie) step into the world of 
political tension. The track 
projects a style that is reminiscent 
of some early Pink Floyd, before 
and during their Dark Side Of 
The Moon period. The tremelo 
guitar licks, combined with the 
driving bass, form a perfect 
foundation for the track. 


The track “War" takes the 
album a step further into the 
political arena. The funky bass 
line permeates and directs the 
anti-war anthem, which I 
personally believe to be the 
highlight of the album. 


“Two Tribes" is the last major 
track on the second side. This 
track, along with the others on the 
side, demonstrates the musical 
talent of the band and its members 
to convey the darker sides of the 
human race with a haunting 
musical clairvoyance. 


Side three takes a strange 
direction by featuring the tracks 
“Born To Run,” and “San Jose.” 
This throws the album slightly out 
of tilt, exposing one of the few 
weak spots on the recording. The 
classic Springsteen track is hard 
to accept on this particular album. 
Springsteen is known for usually 
recording the definitive version of 
his songs, and this track would 
have been better left off. along 
with Dionne Warwick’s "San 
Jose." 


The fourth side picks up where 
the third failed, bringing the 
listener back to some of the 
intensity of the second side. 


This album is a must for record 
collectors. It is one of the few ! 
albums that will be looked back on 
in the coming years as something 
special. As for the band, I’m sure 
we’ll hear more from them in the 
near future. 

One more thing: Island Records 
needs to be commeeded for. 


bringing quality music to the 
forefront of their releases. They 
are one of the few exceptions in 
record industry. 

Perhaps Island Records is 
committed to the same sense of 
duty as is Frankie. “Since 
pleasure is the unique, to reveal 
pleasure is itself a unique duty."

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Youth strives for normal lifeagainstCF

Cystic fibrosis is a disease that 
causes the lungs, liver and 
pancreas to secrete a large amount 
of mucus. The exact cause of the 
disease, known as “CF,’’ is 
unknown, and at present there is 
no cure. 

The biggest problem facing 
most CF victims is difficulty in 
breathing, because of the mucus 
that clogs their lungs. Physicians 
diagnose CF by testing patients' 
sweat, tears and saliva for large 
amounts of salt 

This clinical description, 
however, does not convey the full 
impact of the disease. To do that, 
one has to go to the source-- 
someone who has CF. 


Skeeter Watson is one such 
source. 

Skeeter. as he is called by his 
family and friends, is a computer 
science major from Martin. He 
was diagnosed as having cystic 
fibrosis at the age of six months. 

Skeeter said that he has not had 
to place too many limitations on 
himself and does not receive any 
special treatment at home or in 
school. 

“I love most sports, but in the 
summertime when it’s hot I can't 
overheat or I may dehydrate." 
Skeeter explained. 

A lot of salt is lost through 
perspiration, and to compensate 
Skeeter will sprinkle salt on the 
back of his hand and use extra salt 
when he eats. 


Greasy foods are definitely out; 
he is on a two-percent fat diet 
Mrs. Betty Watson. Skeeter's 
mother, said that if he eats too 
much fat he could have bad 
stomach problems. 

Since Skeeter lost an older sister 
to cystic fibrosis, his parents were 
on guard when he was born. 

“When Skeeter was born,” Mrs. 
Watson said, “my husband and I 
were aware of what symptoms to 
look for." 

Mrs. Watson said Skeeter did 
not let CF stop him when he wu 
growing up. 

“He took swimming lessons,” 
she related, “and 1 was worried at 
first because I wondered if he 
could hold his breath under the 


water. ButifCF kids aren't active, 
mucus will block their breathing 
area. Skeeter was an active little 
boy. He hasn't had too much 
trouble with his lungs." 


“When I was in school." Skeeter 
explained. “I wasn't picked on just 
because I had CF Most of the 
other kids didn’t know I had CF, 
and those who knew accepted it 
and treated me like any other kid." 

Skeeter slept under a mist-tent 
until he was seven years old. 

“When Skeeter got into bed that 
first night without the tent." his 
mother recalled, “he was so 
surprised to find out how soft the 
pillow was. He said. 'Mom, this 
pillow is so soft!'" 


Skeeter. who also has diabetes, 
said the winter weather has not 
posed any problem so far, 
although he does have to double 
his intake of vitamins. 

“Skeeter has a three-wheeler 
that he loves to ride," Mrs. Watson 
said, “but he has to be sure and 
bundle up when he goes out" 

If a CF victim gets a cold, a 
bronchial drainage technique has 
to be used to clear the lungs of 
mucus. This involves striking the 
chest with cupped hands, to loosen 
the congestion. This has to be done 
two or three times daily. 

“My health has been good so 
far," Skeeter said. “1 hope that it 
continues. I also hope I can get off 
my medication soon.”

Boyer to discuss‘Excellence in Schools’ 


The nationally renowned 
education expert. Dr. Ernest 
Boyer, will discuss “Excellence in 
the Nation's Schools” on Feb. 7 at 
UTM as the second in a series of 
winter quarter Academic 
Speakers. 

The 7:30 presentation in the 
Norman Campbell Auditorium of 
the Humanities Building will 
feature Boyer, president of the 
Carnegie Foundation for the 
Advancement of Teaching 
(Princeton. N.J.). and author of 
the recent, widely-acclaimed 
liook, High School. 

Boyer comes to UTM with a 
prestigious list of credits to his 
name. He holds degrees from 
Greenville, College (III.) and the 
University of Southern California 
in addition to 57 honorary degrees 
presented to him by colleges and 
universities around the country. 

Before joining the Carnegie 
Foundation in 1980. Boyer served 


as the 33rd United States State University of New York, 
Commissioner of Education. Prior where he directed a system of 64 


to that, Boyer served as 
Chancellor of the largest 
university in the country, the

institutions with over 350,000 
students. 

Boyer has also held teaching 
and administrative positions at 
Loyola University (Los Angeles). 
Upland College (California) and 
the University of California at 
Santa Barbara. He has introduced 
such educational innovations as 
the 4-1-4 calendar year which has 
a mid-term between semesters 
and the first undergraudate 
exchange program with the Soviet 
Union during his tenure as 
educator and administrator. 

Boyer has been appointed to 
positions on national committees 
by three U.S. presidents: the 
National Commission of the 
Financing of Post Secondary 
Education, the President’s 
Commission on Foreign Language 
and International Education. He 


has also served as a member of the 
Commission on Critical Choices 
for Americans. 

The educator currently serves 
as a member of the Council on 
Foreign Relations as well as a 
trustee for several colleges. In the 
past, he has held positions as the 
President of the National 
Association of State Universities 
and Land-Grant Colleges and 
member of the Board of the 
American Association for Higher 
Education. Boyer has served as a 
member of the American Council 
of Education, the International 
Council for Educational 
Development, the Council for 
Educational Development, the 
Council for Financial Aid to 
Education, and the Educational 
Testing Service. 

Boyer’s visit at UTM is

Leftwich predicts economic 
growth will continue 


An Oklahoma economist 
predicted that the currenttrend of 
upward economic growth would 
continue in the United States in a 
speech Jan. 24 at UTM. 

Dr. Richard Leftwich. regents 
professor at Oklahoma State 
University and first in the winter 
quarter series of Academic 
Speakers at UTM, explained that 
while economic health in the 
nation was currently very good, 
that it could do much better and 
that the ''patient” could improve 
quicker than he is. 

“In general, we want three 
things from our economic system: 
economic growth where the 
standard of living rises steadily 
over a period of time; periods of 
economic stability devoid of 


inflation and recession; and equity 
in the forms of community and 
distributive justice," explained 
the economist. 

“What we have today instead is 
an economic roller coaster that has 
provided periods of inflation and 
recession since the late 1960s. 
While the standard of living is 
continuing to rise, there is a 
higher poverty level now than 
there was in 1970. Economic 
growth is being undermined by 
government generated fiscal and 
monetary policies and unneces¬ 
sary regulatory policies.” 

Leftwich criticized the fiscal 
policies of the government as 
ineffective tools for stabilizing the 
economy. He called instead for a 
Constitutional amendment that 
would require the government to 


prepare a balanced (or nearly 
balanced) budget yearly. He also 
favored limiting federal spending 
to 20 percent of the nation’s gross 
national product. 

"The country’s monetary 
policies have also had a 
destabilizing effect on the nation’s 
economy and have been much of 
the cause for the economic roller 
coaster of inflation and recession. I 
would propose an amendment to 
the F ederal Regulatory Act which 
would require the Federal 
Reserve Board of Governors to 
increase the U.S. monetary supply 
on a yearly basis of three to five 
percent, no more and no less,” the 
professor said. 

“Think what it would mean to 
the nation's consumers, producers 
and investors to know that the 


budget would be balanced and 
that the money supply would 
increase on a fixed basis, year in 
and year out." 

Although there is nothing 
inherent in our economic system to 
reduce poverty, Leftwich pointed 
out that it is within America's 
capability to bring about a 
redistribution of the wealth and 
subsidize those below the poverty 
level. 

“If we would do everything 
possible to make sure that 
adequate education and labor 
training was equally available 
and if we would stop subsidizing 
the non-poor, we would be able to 
accomplish a great deal toward 
bringing the 36 million poor 
people in this country above the 
poverty level," he concluded.
